engaged as an engineer on govern­ 
ment works at Galena, Illinois and be­ 
came acquainted with Ulysses a 
G rant That acquaintance ripened in­ 
to friendahip and when Grant accept­ 
ed service In the Union army, Parker 
followed. 
Distinguished service at 
Vicksburg led Grant to make Parker 
a member of his staff. He rose rapid­ 
ly in the service and became brigadier 
general of volunteers 
and 
served 
some time as Grant’* secretary. ’While 
serving in the capacity aa secretary 
the final capitulation of Lee’s army 
took place. Parker was present kl the 
surrender, took the notes of the meet­ 
ing between Grant and lies and wrote 
out the engrossed copy of the terms, 
which bears the signature of both Lee 
and .Grant and which to now among 
the archives of the government at 
Washington. 
After the civil war Parker rose to 
the rank of brigadier general in the 
regular army and in 1869 was ap­ 
pointed Commissioner of Indian Af­ 
fair*, the only Indian who ever held 
the position. 
Gen. Parker died at Fairfield Con­ 
necticut Aug. 21, 1895. He had a sla­ 
ter whose name was Hanging Flower. 
There are about 450 Senecas in the 
state at the present time, bvt no rela­ 
tive of Gen. Parle# to known to reside 
la the state.

Austin, Tex., Sept 22.—W. P. Zuber, 
known aa the lari survivor of the Tex­ 
an army at San Jacinto, to dead. 
He died late this afternoon at the 
home of a daughter in this city. He 
was 93 years of age at death and had 
lived all but ten of it in Texas. 
He, with Alonzo Steele, who died a 
few mouths ago in Limestone county, 
were known aa tile last survivors of 
San Jacinto. 
Far two years Mr. Zuber has been 
in poor health, he having suffered a 
stroke of paralysis fourteen months 
ego. 
Up to two years ago the frail old 
man was a familiar figure about the 
State Capitol, where he was employ­ 
ed by the state aa a guard in the sen­ 
ate chamber. He pointed out various 
objects of interest to visitors, par­ 
ticularly the large McArdle canvas of 
the battle of San Jacinto, every figure 
in which he was able to designate by 
name. His own portrait, done in oil, 
banga In the chamber. Mr. Zuber was 
not an actual combatant in the battle, 
owing to his tender age, but was de­ 
tailed by bls commander to guard the 
baggage and the sick and wounded. 
In this connection, the story is still 
told of him that he wept because he 
was denied the privilege of fighting in 
the battle. 
With his parents, he had come to 
Texas from Georgia at the age of IO 
years, and he enlisted in the Texas 
army at 16. He was born in Twiggs 
county, Georgia, July 6, 1820. On com­ 
ing to Texas the family remained at 
B maoris for a short time, after which 
they settled at Roans 
Prairie, 
in 
Grimes county. Here Mr. Zuber resid­ 
ed until his marriage at the age of 30 
years, employed from young manhood 
aa a school teacher. From this county 
he enlisted as a volunteer at the be­ 
g in n in g of the Civil War. serving 
throughout the struggle as a member 
of the Twenty-First Texas Cavalry, 
Carter’s Regiment. After having serv­ 
ed the Confederacy with distinction, 
he returned to his family in Grimes 
County, and afterward removed 
to 
Bremond, in Robertson County. Still 
later he moved to Owensville, in the 
same county, to educate his children.
